Jounstown, Juno 4, 7:30 a. m.—Every 
momens now the body of some poor victim is 
taken from the debris and the town, or rem- 
nants of it, to write with accuracy, is one vast 
charuel house. The scenes at the extemporized 
morgue are beyond the powers of description 
in their ghastliness, while the moans and 
groans of the suffering survivora, tossing in 
agony with bruised and mangled bodies or 
screaming in a delirium of fever, as they issue 
from the numerous temporary hospitals, make 
even the stoutest-hearted quail with terror. 
Nearly 2,000 bodies have already been recov- 
ered and as the work of examining the wreck- 
age progresses conviction grows that the mag- 
nitude of the calamity has not been approxi- 
mated. Conservative estimates number the 
lost at 7,000, and many men of cool judgment, 
and who are not apt to exaggerate, and who 
have been upon the ground from the first day, 
number it at 10,000,

THE PUTREFYING BODIES. 


The Waters Receding and Ghastly Sights 
Are Exposed to View. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 4.—The water has re- 
ceded in the night almost as rapidly as it 
came arid be ladane it remains a sorry sight. 
efore the wihdows of the Associated Press 
headquarters lies the great skeleton of the 
dead Johnstown, Great ribs of rocky sand 
stretch across acres of mud, acres of wreckage, 
acres. of dead, acres of ghastly 
objects, which have been eagerly sought for 
since Friday; acres of smoky streaming ruin, 
acres of sorrow, for somebody, 

There is every prospect that the heat will 
become intense now, and the effect of it will 
be awful to think uf. Hundreds of bodies are 
lving along the river banks and under piles of 
ir, and trouble will come from there 
and harder to

WORK OF THE FIREMEN. 

Out in the center of the river on the extreme 
edge of the Which rests against the 
bridge, the Pittsburg firemen have streams 
playing on wreckage. They are literally in 
the middle of the river putting out the fire. 
Bonfires are burning everywhere, Fire is the 
agent employed by the committees to rid the 
place of refuse. By the means of fire the 
Cambria [ron company has cleared away most 
of the lighter lumber, and will soon be able to 
work on the heavier piles. 

The completion of the temporary track and 
bridge which permits the passage of trains 
over the river has been a blessing, as it allows 
the men to work much faster, and to get the 
tools and inaterial closer at hand. 

This was the day set aside by the citizens’ 
committee forthe burying of ail unidentified 
dead that have been laying in the morgues 
since Sunday at 10 o’clock. This morning 
men who were in charge of the burying started 
to work and have been busy all day. There 
are no pathetic scenes atthese burials. The 
men who have been hired to do the work seem 
to do it just as a matter of business. The 
bodies wre being interred in the cemetery near- 
est the place where the bodies were found. 

A FUNERAL WITHOUT A MOURNER.

the railroad. There was not a mourner pres- 
ent, and the sight was a ghastly one to be- 
hold. It will take several days to bury the 
bodies now in the different graveyards, as 
there were few graves dug until this morning, 
and there are no implements to dig with. 
However,a large detachment of men arrived 
from, Pittsburg this morning, and they were 
put to -work at digging graves immediately. 
Altegother about three hundred bodies were 
taken tothe different cemeteries this morning’ 
Three hundred more bodies have been found 
opposite Ninevah today. This makes seven 
hundred bodies found at that point. 
THE TRAINS THAT WERE CAUGHT, 

It is now definitely settled that at least 
from twenty to forty people were lost on the 
two sections of the day express that icft Pitts- 
burgh at 8 o’clock a. m. Friday morning and 
the Johnstown accommodation that was about 
to leave Johnstown that afternoon, There 
have been numerous and conflicting reports 
about how many trains wexge caught in the 
flood, but from the most reliable sources it has 
been ascertained that three trains were caught 
by the water. Edward McCullough, of the 
Westmoreland Coal company was among the 
passengers on the day express last Friday 
morning. He stated positively that there were 
two sections of the day express and the Johns 
town accommodation caught in the fl od. 
Said he: 

“itis imy opinion thatat least twenty persons 
were drowned from the trains. - In fact, I can 
count that many myself, and the death rate 
may go as hi;h as forty.

A FEW‘SAD INCIDENTS. 


Funeral Processions On Foot—A Man Digs 
lils Wife’s Grave. 

JounstowN, June, 4.—What is needed here 
today more than anything else is grave-diggers. 
his morning hundreds of bodies were lying 
around and there was no one to dig graves. 
This morning at least fifty funeral processions 
passed the Associated Press headquarters. It 
was not an unusual sight to see two or three 
cottins going along one after another followed 
by a number of mourners and of the same fam- 
ily. It is impossible to securo wag- 
ons or conveyances of any kind, consequently 
funeral processions are on foot 

A SAD DUTY PERFORMED. 

William Gaffney, an insurance agent at this 
place, had a very pitiful duty to perform this 
morning. On his father’s and wife’s side he 
lost fourteen relatives, among them his wife 
and family. This morning he got a man to 
take his deceased relatives to the grave and he 
had the mournful duty of digging his wife’s 
and children’s graves and burying them. In 
speaking of the matter this morning. he said: 

’T never thought that I could perform such 
a duty, but I had to doit, and I did it. No 
one has any idea of the feelings of a man who 
acts as undertaker, grave digger and pall- 
bearer for his own family.”’ 

The saddest sight to be seen on the river 
bank this morning was the case of a Mr. Gil- 
more, who has Jost his wife and family of five 
children. . Ever since this old man has been 
seen on the river bank looking for his tamily. 
He insisted on the firemen playing a stream of 
water on the place where the house formerly 
stood and where he supposed the bodies lay. 
The firemen recognizing his feelings played a 
stream on the place for several hours this 
morning, and at last the rescuers got to the 
place where the old gentleman said his house 
formerly stood. 

“T know the bodies are in there, and you 
must find them,’’ 

On went the rescuers after this plea. When 
at last one of the men picked up a charred 
skull, evidently that of a child, it stirred the 
old man up, and he exclaimed: 

“THAT IS MY CHILD. 
There lies my family. Go on and get all of 
them.’’ 

The workmen continned, In a few moments 
they came tothe remains of the mother and 
eight children. The heads were completely 
burned off, but there was enough of their 
clothing left to recognize them by. What was 
left was picked up and placed in coffins, the 
old gentleman following closely the men who 


were carrying the coffins.

Knights of Pythias have reccived a large dona-

The . passengers were mostly children and 
women. The faces at the windows expressed 
nothing but relief as the train drew out from 
the ill-fated city. The tariff club’s relief 
train from Pittsburg lay on the Baltimore and 
Ohio today, and did more good than any that 
has yet arrived. Trains on the P. ansylvania 
road cannot reach as many sufferers as those 
on the Baltimore and Ohio. Coroner 
Dowell was with the train, and worked hard. 
Superintendent Patton, of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, is on the grounds, and reporis that the 
tracks are now clear from Johnstown to the 
city.

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COWARDLY CONDUCTORS. 


A Statement bythe Manager of the Associ- 
ated Press. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 4.—I notice that the 
secretary of the South Fork fishing club said 
yesterdoy that the club had not filed an_in- 
demnity bond, as claimed by a citizen of 
Ebensburg, and that no complaints had ever 
been made about the safety of the dam by any 
Johnstown citizens. He is undoubtedly cor- 
rect as to the bond, but is misleading as to the 
second part of his statements. There is nota 
shadow of doubt but that the citizens of Cam- 
bria county freyuently complained, and that 
at the time the dam was constructed a very 
vigorous effort was made to 

rUT A STOP TO THE WORK. 

It is true that the. leaderin this movement 
was not a citizen of Johnstown, but he was 
and isa large mine owner in Cambria county, 
His mine adjoins the reservoir property. He 
related on Saturday the story of hts labors in 
an effort to protect the lives and property of 
the people of thet valley. He was frequently 
on the spgt and his own engineer inspected the 
work. He says that it was principally of straw 
and clay and that the straw was used to stop 
the leaking of the water. While “the work 
was going on he called on the sheriff of Cam- 
bria county and told him it was his duty to 

APPLY FOR AN INJUNCTION, 

The sheriff promised to give the matter his 
attention. But instead of going before the 
courts, he went tothe Cambria company for 
consultation. Anemploye was sent up to 
make an inspection, and hisreport was favor- 
able to the reservoir work. The sheriff went 
no further. But the gentleman referred to 
said he had not failed to make public his pro- 
test at the time and to renew it frequently. 
This recommendation for an injunction, and 
protest, were spoken of by the citizens of Al- 
toona asa hackneyed subject. Confirmation 
was certainly had at South Fork, Conemaugh, 
Millvale, and Joinstown onthat f.tal Friday.

of the breaking of the reservoir. The reader will 
note the conflict between that straw and clay 
story of the mine owner referred to above 
and the published statement of General More- 
head, who had charge of the construction, 
that the masonry was of solid granite and 
limestone, and was believed to be as enduring 
as the pyramids of Egypt.

When 
the passengers reached the mountainside they 
found there two conductors in beautiful white 
Their manner was calm, 

AND THEIR CLOTHING UNSPOTTED. 

I asked one of them why he did not notify 
the passengers of the breaking of the dam. 
He replied in some confusion that he had not 
time. His companion madea report to his 
superior, which report was carried out to the 
mountain by a passenger that night, but there 
is nothing to indicate that the passengers were 
any of his concern. He reported the loss of 
two trains 

In striking contrast to the neglect of duty of 
these conductors, it is pleasant to note the 
manly conduct of others. First—always first 
—mention should be made of the locomotive 
engineers and firemen, whose bravery and 
devotion were conspicuous. They never neg- 
lected to give such warning as they could in 
the face of danger, and in some cases of cer- 
tain death. 

A brakeman, riding dead-head, whose name 
cannot be recalled, rendered splendid service 
in rescuing women and children at the risk of 
his own life. J. Sabor, a Pullman conductor, 
was efticient and cool-headed. W.H. Wood- 
yer, the cook of the car ‘‘Aragon,’’ and John 
P. Waughbn, porter of the parlor car “Chloris,” 
stood manfully by G. F. Griffith, of the Nor- 
wich line, in the rescue of passengers. It was 
Woodyer who stood upon the top of the J“ Ara- 
gon,” with an ax in hand ready to cut the roof 
toprevent the smothering of those within. 
We think better of our race with such exam- 
ples before us.

OOPS ORDERED. 


The Sheriff Thinks More Guards Are Nec- 
essary. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 4.-—This morning the 
sheriff requested Adjutant-General Hastings 
to call out one regiment ofthe National Guard. 
Hie stated that he did not want them called 
ovton account of any trouble, but to guard 
@yainst anything that might happen. General 
Tsustings immediately telegraphed to Pitts- 
burg to order out the Fourteenth regiment. 
They have not yet answered, but when they 
do they will be stationed in Johnstown proper 
to guard buildings from the acts of thieves. 
Gencra! Hastings is hiring all men to secure 
and remove debris, and is offering two doliars 
per day and their food and shelter. Booth & 
Flynn, Pittsburg contractors, have a number 
of men at work, and have placards about Stone 
bridge calling for 7,000 men, and offering them 
two dollars per day. 
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fhe Cambria iron works company are already 


preparing to get their works in operation. It 
is probable that two of the furnaces will be in 
operation by the end of the week. Men were 
at work all day yesterday cleaning the dam 
out and, this morning the company had 600 
men at work. General Hastings was seen 
later in the day, and when a sked what caused 
han to order out the militia, said: 

“There isno need of more troops coming, 
fur there are atleast 2,000 at workin Jolns- 
town clearing up the debris, and I think that 
it will not hurt to have the Fourteenth regt- 
mont here, asthey can guard the banks and all 
valuables.

HARD AT WORK, 
Mon Drop Down from Fxhaustion--A Fight 
With the Thieves. 

TOHNSTOWN, June 4.—Mr. Moxham,¢he iron 
manufacturer, is mayor pro tem of Johnstown 
today. tte is probably the busiest man in the 
United States. For days without sleep he 
sticks nobiy to his task. Hundreds of others 
are like him. Men fall to the earth from 
sheer fatigue. There are many who have not 
ciosed their eyes in sleep since they awoke 
They are a hollow-eyed, 
Many have lost near rel- 
atives, and all friends. Men and horses are 
what is most needed today. Some of the un- 
fortunates who could not go to the relief trains 
endeavored to obtain flour from the wrecked 
stores in Johnstown. One dealer was charging 
$5 a sack for flour, and was getting it in one 
or two cases. Suddenly a crowd heard of the 
occurrence and several desperate ones wout to 
the store and doled the flour gratuitously to 
the homeless and stricken army. 

Another dealer was selling tlour at $15 a 
sack. He refused to give any away, but would 
sell it to any one who had money; otherwise 
he would not allow any one to go near it, 
euarding his store with a shot gun.

ROBBING 
Bodies are recovered in Johnstown today 
that have been robbed .by ghouls that flock 
to the scene. It was known that one lady had 
several hundred dollars in her possession 
just before the disaster, but when the body 
was recovered there was hot a cent in her 
pockets..

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SENSATIONAL STORIES. 
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General Hastings Says the Truth Is 
Knough—No Liars Needed. 

Jounstown, June 4.—General Hastings, in 
an interview this morning, stated that he 
wished to deny the stories published fn certain 
newspapers to the effect that there had been 
some wholesale lyuching and rioting here since 
Sunday. Said he: 

‘These reports are utterly devoid of truth, 
and will only injure the papers that publish 
them. Any one here knows that there is no 
truth in these statements, but people away 
from here have no means of obtaining informa- 
tion only through the newspapers. I think 
there is enough truth to tell here without pub- 
lishing false and sensational stories.”’ 

The burned wreckage against the bridge at 
Johnstown is. being dynamited to allow the 
water to pass in the main channel. Many 
skeletons and fragments of bodies have been 
found. The opening of this channel will take 
the overtiow from the lower part of Johnstown 
proper. 

At llo’clock the first relief train, bearing 
thousands of pounds of provisions for the suf- 
fering, and 2,000 coffins for the dead, passed 
over Johnstown bridge, across an improvised 
trestle and track up the incline to Johnstown 
depot. For the first time, railroad communi- 
eation is re-established between the stricken 
city and the outside world.

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CHARRED CORPSES. 


Engines Playing on the Burning Debris—Re- 
moving Bones from Underneath. 

JouNsTowN, Pa., June 4.—For thirty-six 
hours, without intermission, the fire engines 
have played on the smoking ruins above the 
bridge, but the flames that break out afresh at 
intervals in this floating field of ruins seem to 
defy the subduing force of water. Nearly two 
thousand are employed in different parts of 
the valley cleaning up the ruins and prosecut- 
inga diligent search for the undiscovered 
dead. Their investigations are not without 
fruitful results for the bodies of the dead. The 
charred victims of flood and fire are discovered 
with undiminished frequency.

So difficult 
is itattimes to determine whether the re- 
inaing are those of human beings that it is ap- 
parent that hundreds must be fairly burned to 
ashes. Thus the number that have found a 
last resting place beneath these ruins can at 
best never be more than approximated.

THE GRAVE DIGGERS AT WORK. 


A Grave Diggerto Every Corpse—The Prog- 
ress of the Work. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 4.—At the present 
rate there will soon bealive man digging in 
the ruins to every deadjone. Evans Johns, the 
Pittsburg contractor, who,until WilliamjFlinn 
arrives tomorrow morning, has charge of the 
smoky city force, said today that 2,200 men 
would be at work in the ruins by tomorrow 
morning. A large number arrived from Pitts- 
burg today, and 500 more are announced for 
tomorrow. There are twenty-six foremen 
here, all level-headed fellows, who keep their 
unwieldly and almost exhausted forces 
under masterful control, Although 
they were scattered all over the waste places 
today, heavy work was done on the point dis- 
trict, where a couple of hundred mansions lie 
in solid heaps of brick, stone and timbers. 
The labors of the searchers were rewarded by 
the discoyery of a corpse about every five min- 
utes. Asa general thing. the bodies were 
mangled and unrecognizable, unless by the 
marks or letters on their person. As decom- 
position has set in, the work is becoming one 
that tests their hearts.

Two Negroes Who May Have to Swing 
From a Tree. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 4.—[Special.]—

Ala., tonight. Last Saturday night two 
negroes, Grant Gann eid John White, en 
tered the residence of Mrs. Jones a respecta- 
ble widow lady, living near Gadsden.

The nivecrobe whi uses pear blight be- 
longs to a- group of plants which are the 
living things. Further than 
this, it is f the sinallest of its kind. Each 
individual isa nearly spherial, simple, color 
less vevetable cell. This microbe has no ap- 
pendages of any sort and no power of locomo- 
tion. It spreads in the pear only by increase 
[tis a very common error to 
think that bacteria are animals. This is not 
so, for they are plant cells with a cell wall of 
eeclinlose. Some idea of the almost intinitisimal 
size of these minute parasites may be gained 
when it is stated that it would take over twen- 
ty thousand of them placed side by side to 
reach an inch, and yet these little beings kill 
large pear trees. They make up in numbers 
what they lack in size. These 
microbes multiply at a tremendous rate 
by division. A microbe absorbs a little 
more juice from the pear tree, lengthens out 
and forms a constriction in tho 
This gradually deepens until the 

al cell is separated into two. These fall 
apart, each.one to again divide into two, and 
30 indeiinitely. This process gives them a 
power of multiplication which is only limited 
by the food supply at hand. The microbe 
lives in the liquid contents of the cells of the 
pear tree, appropriating their substance and 
killing the tissue as far as he penetrates. The 
cells thai make up the bark of a pear tree are 
nearly a hundred times larger than the mi- 
crobe cells. Jlow the microbes get through 
the cell walis from one cell into the next one 
isnot yet known. It is certain that they do 
vet through and dothe work of destruction, 
aiid the theory is that the bacteria secretes a 
ferment which dissolves or softens a portion 
of the cell wall, thus giving an entrance. 

The gummy exudation given off by the dis- 
eased limbs contains countiess millions of mi- 
crobes. ‘These, with many others from cracks 
in the bark, are washed into the ground by rains. 
Many, and probably the greater number, re- 
main in the twigs and were itound, by Professor 
Arthur to be alive the néxt spring. These 
microbes may be made to grow in suitabie 
nutrient solutions outside the tissues of the 
pear tree. They grow and wauitiply in great 
profusion in broth from pucatoes, corn meal 
and other vegetable substances. Further, it is 
found that they develop in an infusion of 
garden soil. ‘This brings up the question as to 
whether the microbes multiply in the soil in 
nature. ‘This question is not yet answered. It 
is not known how the microbes get inside the 
tree in the spring. There is scarcely any doubt 
but that they getin from the air, or at least 
from the outside. Practical pear growers and 
the few botanists who have studied this disease 
agree that the common method of gaining en- 
tranee is through the flowers. Possibly bees 
spread the discase from one flower to another, 
and perhaps the viscid surface of the stigma in 
ihe flower furnishes a starting point. But this 
is theory. It is not Known just how they geta 
Atart, but one thing is sure, when they do get 
in they inake great mischief. As may be in- 
ferred trom the above, there are two possibili- 
ties for infection. First, from the microbes 
left over from the year before and shed out 
from the dead limbs or blown up in the dust, 
Second, from microbes which multiplied and 
increased in the soil, 

PRODUCING BLIGHT ARTIFICIALLY. 

By inoculating the pear blight microbes into 
suitable healthy tissues blight may be produced 
artiticiaily. If a freshly blighted twig be- 
scraped with a knifein a small quantity of 
water a creat many of the microbes will be 
washed out into the water. This may be used 
for a very satisfactory experiment which any- 
one can try. By dipping the point of a pin or 
a knife into this water and thrusting itintoa 
green pear at this date, the disease will begin 
to show at the point of inoculation in three 
days and by a week’s time the pear will be 
thoroughly full ofthe blight. The blight was 
also produced in part of the trialsinthe grow- 
ing tips, but the green fruit is much more re- 
liable on account of the moisture it contains. 
This was tried repeatedly and never failed in 
case of the green fruit. The tissues of the 
pear are the soil in which these bacteria thrive 
and putting them in there is like planting so 
many seeds,

The microbes were mixed up in these 
insfead of water, and as a check, one was pre- 
pared in pure water. ‘This material was then 
used for inoculation. The jured microbes 
ready produced the disease, and part of those 
treated to the fungicides were Killed. W ith- 
out going into the details of the experiments, 
which were conducted with care, it may be 
said that the simple solution of copper sulphate 
killed, even when as low as one-fourth per 
cent, solution was Bordeaux mixture 
(a mixture of lime and copper sulphate solu- 
tion) and Eau Celeste (a solution of copper 
sulphate and  aminonia) of the usual 
strength, killed the microbes. Solutions 
of sulphuret of potassium failed to ki 
below 2 percent. The 2 per cent solution did 
the work, however. The organisin 
shown to be reasonably susceptible to ordinary 
fungicides and the question cames up, “Can 
not the trees be sprayed with these fungicides 
in the way that grape vines are before the 
period of infection, and the entrance of the 
organism prevented? The experiment is cer- 
tainl? worth trying, and it is hoped thatit will 
be. If successful, the treatment would not be 
expensive or impractical. Unfortunately cue 
must wait unti] next spring before anything in 
this line can be tried.

f this superb pear tree is well Known 
to most readers. The tree is remarkable for 
its Vigorous and luxurieus growth, its early 
fruiting and wonderful productiveness, which 
must be seen to be fully appreciated. The 
young pear with their vertical 
ranches hea ily clothed with dark 
foliage and the older trees drooping under 
their immense load of valuable fruit form a 
horticultural picture = th: is without 
rival. Qn its merits thousands of acres of the 
best land in south Georgia and north Florida 
have been planted with this pear.

P AT BOSTON, GA.

However, Lam informed 
that at Live Oak, Madison, and other points 
in middle klorida, the disease has done con- 
siderable damage. 

BLIGHT IN OTHER FRUITS. 

Precisely the same disease—microbes and 
all—occurs ii the quince, the apple, the Si- 
berian crab apple and ‘in the wild May naw. 
These plants all belong to the natnral order- 
Rosacew—and are near allies of the pear. I 
have not yet found the microbes in the plum, 
nor any stone fruit, although some 
dead twigs of the plum were examined 
which looked a little like blight. They 
doubtless died from some other cause, 
The disease occurs in all the varieties of pear; 
some years 1t is worse in some varieties and 
soine years in another. Where the Kieffer 
stood near diseased LeConte it was much less 
affected than they were. Onthe other hand, 
Bartlett and Howell, in the same position, 
seemed to be worse affected. 

OTHER PEAR DISEASES. 

Whilé visiting the pear orchards in the 
study of blight, another disease was frequently 
observed, and I was informed that it had dene 
considerable damage to some trees in past 
years. It is known as the leaf spot disease. it 
tnay be recognized by simall circular brown 
spots scattered over the leaves. The same 
thing on the fruit causesa scabby nasty 
pearance. ‘Jhespots arescarcely an cight o 
an inch in diameter, each one being the growth 
from asingle spore. When a leaf has very 
many of these spots on it, it turns yellow and 
falls off. In this way many trees may be en- 
tirely defoliated by the end of June. These 
leaf spots arethe work of a small parasitic 
fungus. Itis much larger and higher up in 
the scale than the microbe, but itis still very 
minute and net unlike this smaller being in its 
physiological action. Thatis, itis a destroyer 
of vegetation 

At Boston four trees were seen suffering and 
about to die from a disease known as ‘root 
rot.” Thetop ofthe tree presented a sickly 
yellow appearance, alike all over with no loca! 
difficulties. Insucha tree the cause of the 
trouble is usually to be found in the roots. 
Upon digging most of the roots were found to 
be killed by a fungus which had extended its 
delicate net work of white mould-iike threads 
over and through them. 

TREATMENT. 

There is no satisfactory remedy known for 
pear blight. The disease is purely local, kill- 
ing as far as it goes, but leaving all below it 
healthy. The method pursued by the growers 
of the north has been to cut out the diseased 
limbs below the dead part. This does very 
well where thera are only a few dead branches, 
but where blight is scattered over a tree at a 
hundred different points it is scarcely possible 
to do this. In young orchards and those 
Slightly affected, this should be vigorously car- 
ried out. As far as possible, in all cases, it is 
advised to cut out and burn all diseased limbs. 
Be careful to burn up every limb, for, by so 
doing, you destroy the millions of microbes 
contained in them, and lessen the chance for 
infection next season. 

It seems to be the general experience of the 
pear growers of this region, as it has also been 
in other states, that the heavily manured and 
over-stimulaied orchards are damaged more 
by the bligit than others. It is therefore 
deamed advisable to use fertilizers with mod- 
eration. Onis enough to keep upa moderately 
thrifty growth. No doubt much is to be 
learned as to the best fertilizer for this tree. 

Vith our present knowledge of pear blight, 
the above treatment is all that can be done. 

After the microbes get started in a branch 
there is no hopes of anything ever being found 
to reach thein beside cutting out. It seems 
probable, however, that some of the best 
fungicides may be sprayed on the pear trees 
before the period of infection in such @ Way as 
to kill the microbes when they fall upon it, 
and thus protect the tree. There is little hope 
of any remedy being found except a preventive 
one. Inthe short period that has elapsed 
since the true nature of this disease was wun- 
derstood, no experiments with preventive 
remedies have been tried. Itis hoped to de- 
termine what the possibilities are in this live 
by experiment next spring. Itis unfortnnate 
that the nature of the case makes so 
delay necessary. This experiment, if success- 
ful, would be of benefit not only tothe people 
in this region, but to the pear growers of the 
whole country. 
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OUTLOOKR, 

How much is this thing going to amount to? 
Is the question frequently asked. Of eourse 
no one can say definitely. In other parts of the 
country where pear blight done damage it has 
been much worse during certain years than 
others. Like other plant diseases due to fungi 
itis usually bad fortwo or three years and 
then begins to disappear, perhaps to gain in- 
crease after a term of years. There has been 
80 called pe riods of epidemic of pear blight 
which passed over. Certain orchards are 
always more or less uninjured. It seems 
reasonable io suppose then that the present 
outbreak will not do more at the most than 
damage the Le Conte pear groves. There are 
thousands of uninjured orchards and still 
greater numbers of young orchards not able to 
pear. Are these all to be severly handled 
before the disease takes the downward tread? 

There is still good grounds for hope for the 
pear growers in two lines. First, that the djs- 
ease Will run its course and diminish in sevefi- 
ty. Second, that something may be found 
which will prevent infection of the trees, and 
by proper attention pears may be successfully 
grown even if the blight should continue. The 
pear growers may rest assured that if botanical 
science can doanything toward carrying out the 
second line, no effort will be spared to accom- 
plish it.

MURDER, 


ut the Evidence Proved That it Was the 
iiesult of Carelesaness, and That » White 
Mar Was Not to Blame. 


VILLA Rica, Ga., June 4.—[Special.] —The 
negroes have been at fever heat out two miles 
west of here, on Mr, J. G. W. Lasseter’s farm, 
over what they thought was a very brutal 
murder. 

The negroes all had an excursion yesterday. 
Nathan Duke and his wife joined the excur- 
sion, leaving their children and their brother's 
boy to take care of the house. About 1 o'clock

HEARD A GUN SHOT 
at the house, and went down there. He found 
the little boy, the son of Nathan’s brother, 
dead, with a hole through his skull. Nathan’s 
two boys said a man had shot him with a 
pisto! from the railroad bank, a distance of 
thirty yards, and that the man 
RAN OFF DOWN THE ROAD. 

Just about that time Fred Chastin, John 
Kinny and Bob Brown and another boy by the 
name of Homes came up. They had been 
down to the creek near the tank on the Geor- 
gia Pacific washing, as they called it. The 
supposition is that their parents did’nt know 
where they were. 

Lhese boys from town say they saw no one 
run off, and met noone, and for a while the

A WIlITE MAN DID THE SHOOTING, 
and the four boys were brought before them, 
and they said neither of them was the one.

was found that had just been discharged, 
and a bottie of shot was found containing 
three sizes of shot.

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DEATH OF MISS BOONE.

Who Was Injured ina Kallroad Accident— 
Macon News Items. 

Macon, Ga., June 4.—{Sperial.|—Informa- 
tion was received in Macon teday from En- 
faula that Miss Nora Boone, the young lady 
of Thomasville, who was hurtin the railroad 
accident yesterday at Eufaula, died this morn- 
ing from the effects of her injuries. Tue 
CONSTITUTION today contained an account of 
the accident reporied from this point, and the 
following additional acd interesting particu- 
lars are here given: 

Miss Boone was about twenty-five years old, 
and aninvalid. In company with her sister- 
in-law, Mrs. S. C. Boone, of Jacksonville, she 
was en route to West Point. The ladies occu- 
pied a lower berth together, Mrs. S. C. Boone 
sleeping next to the window. When the 
slecping car turned over on its side opposite 
from the berth occupied by the 
ladies, Miss Nora Boone was thrown out 


| of her berth. huried through the window, 


| 
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and was caught under the car, and held so 
tight that she hadto be cut or dugout. 
When extricated, it was found that her thigh 
and shoulder were broken, and she also re- 
ceived internal injuries. It was impossible 
for herto recover. The physicians saw this 
to be so, and they did not set the broken limbs. 
The accident happened yesterday at 4:45 a.m., 
and she died today at 7:45a.m. The remains 
will be taken to Thomasville for interment. 

Mrs.8. C. Boone escaped with oniy a few 
bruises, When she felt the carturning, she 
grasped hold of acar seat, and thus saved her- 
self from being dashed against the oppo-ite 
side of the car, and, perhaps, fatally injured, 
like her sister-in-law. 

At the time the sleeper jumped the track it 
was backing tothe Eufaula depot atthe rate 
of four miles per hour, and had any one appre- 
hended danger they could easily have jumped 
off. 

A SERIOUS COLLISION. 

The Central’s system seemed out of order 
yesterday. Almost at the same time the seri- 
ous accident was happening at Eufaula, an- 
other one was occuring on the main stem of 
the Central at Guyton, about twenty miles 
from Savannah. The time at Eufauia was 
$:45 a. m., and at Guyton it was at 5:25 a. m. 
The full particulars of the latter accident were 
not received in Macon until today. 

The fast mail train on the Central that left 
Atlanta Sunday night for Savannah and left 
Macon at 11 o’ciock, collided with four freight 
cars on the turn ont at Guyton. Supervisor 
Davis was at Work on the switch and had just 
ordered the freight cars put on the turn out. 
This was done, but the employes who did 80, 
failed to turn the switch back, and the fast 
mail went bounding on to the turn out and 
the engine collided with the cars, The 
front of the engine was knocked in, the ex 
press car was damaged, and two of the freight 
cars that were loaded with lumber were badly 
mashed and the lumber scattered in every di- 
rection. 

The train was made up of eight cars, four of 
which were sleepers. Thesteps of the ex- 
press car were broken off. It is remarkable 
that not more damage was doneto the mail 
train. The tram was running about twenty 
miles an hour at the timeof the collision. 
When Engineer Stoddard saw that the 
switch was not set, he appiied the air brakes 
aud reversed the length, but the distance was 
too short, and when he saw that the collision 
was inevitable, and when the trains were 
within tive feet of each other, he jumped, and 
told his fireman tojump. The engineer fell 
headlong into a pile of crossties, and was 
knocked unconscious forsometime. His inju- 
ries were quite painful, but he wiil be outina 
few days. 

Firenien Gugel did not have time to jump 
when the warning was given him by the en- 
gineer, and he was thrown back into the ten- 
der and received a slight injury on tbe shoul- 
der. 

Conductor Gates was standing on the steps

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PRESIDENT HARRISON SPEAKS. 
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He Presidges Over a Meeting Called in Behalf | The State Gets a Verdict Against the 


of the Sufferers. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Clerks in the wat 
and agricultural departments have each con- 
tributed one day’s pay to the fand toaid the 
Johnstown people. In the navy department 
a division chief has been designated to cqllect 
contributions. 

In response toa call issued by the commis- 
sioner of the District of Columbia, a public 
meeting to devise means of aiding the sufferers 
by the flood at Jolinstown and vicinity, was 
held here this afternoon. There wasa large 
attendance. including the commissioners of the 
district, President Harrison, Private Secretary 
Halford, Postmaster-General Wanamaker, 
Secretary Noble and many representatives of 
business and social life of Washington. 

Shortly after three o’clock the meeting was 
called to order by Commissioner. Douglass, 
who introduced President Harrison as presid- 
ing officer of the meeting. Upon taking the 
chair the president was loudly applauded. He 
began his speech by saying that every one 
present was conscious of the circumstances for 
which the meeting was convened, and that it 
would be entirely supertiuous for him to at- 
tempt to set before the audience more impres— 
sively than the newspapers had already done, 
the horrors attending the calamity which has 
fallen upon the city of Johnstown. He said 
this was no time fora speech; that while he 
alked women and children were suffering for 
he relief which this meeting was called today 
to grant. Hethen made several suggestions 
concerning the methods of prosecuting the 
work of obtaining subscriptions. He alse sug- 
gested that provisions and clothing should be 
sent tonight for the relief of the suffering near 
Williamsport, Pa. <A list of vice-presidents, 
including members of tlie cabinet, Chief 
Justice Fuller, Chief Justice Richardson of 
the court of claims, Chief Justice Bingham of 
the supreme court of the district, and twelve of 
the most prominent business inen of the city 
was chosen and a secretary and treasurer 
also elected. Calls for subscriptions were then 
made and the responses were numerous 
and for quite large amounts, a half dozen be- 
ing S900 each. About $10,000 was raised in 
the hall. Among the subscribers were Secre- 
tary Proctor, Attorney General Miller, dus- 
tice Strong (retired), Private Secretary Hal- 
ford, John W. Thomas, the Lamont Opera 
company, Gardiner G. Hubbard and George 
EK. Lemon, Committees were also appointed 
to solicit contributions of food and clothing, 
and arrangements were made to promptly for- 
ward tiese to their destination.

Afraid to Go Back Because His Life Has 
Been Threatened. 

W. J. Johnson, the negro from §Lafayette, 
Walker county, has decided to locate in At- 
lanta. 

Thereby hangs a tale. 

The readers of THe CONSTITUTION will re- 
member that several weeks ago, a negro 
named Henry Brown, was severely whipped 
by white men in Walker county, and his 
house burned. 

Johnson wrote Governor Gordon a long 
letter, in which he detaiied the particulars of 
the affair, and narrated certain circumstances 
tending to implicate certain citizens of Walker 
county. For writing this letter Johnson was 
notitied toleaye the county. He claimed that 
his life was threatened, and came to Atlanta, 
and has not since ventured back to Walker. 

Governor Gordon oifered a reward for the 
persons who committed the outrage, but up to 
date none of them have been apprehended. 

When Johnson fled the county of Walker he 
left his wife in Lafayette, the county site, to 
watch over his property, which cousists of 
twelve acres of landinthe country and two 
lots inthe town of Lafayette. He has sold 
the twelve acres for S700 and the _ two 
lots for S500. He says that 
some of the best citizens in Walker county 
have written to him to come back, and have 
promised him protection, but that he decided 
not to return to his old home because his life 
would be in danger up there from the men 
who ordered him to leave. 

Johnson states that before leaving Walker 
he got judgment against Donehay & McWDon- 
ald, contractors, for two hundred and five dol- 
lars, money due him for grading three miles 
of railroad in the county, but was not able to 
get the money out of them. He has put his 
case in the hands of Hugh Lumpkin, and pro- 
poses ‘to press it against James Wardlaw, 
bondsman of the contractors, whom he claims 
are trying to cheat hiin out of his money. 

If Johnson fails to get justice in Walker he 
will have the case transferred to the United 
States court, and make and bring the defen- 
dants to taw.

HAPPENINGS OF THE DAY PRE- 
SENTED Tv THE PUBLIC. 
Eugene Pacetii Still Wearing the Convict Garb— 
The Fulton County Electric Line Now at Work 
~The Y. M. L. Excursion—Other Events of Ia- 

terest, 


Eugene Pacetti’s friends are still at work 
trying to secure his release. 

During the day Mr. Herman Bohnefeld had 
several conferences with Hon. Frank O’Brien, 
solicitor of the city court, as well as with other 
ofticials, but without attaining any result. 

Pacetti’s chances for freedom do not look so 
brightas on yesterday, but his friends will 
continue until every chance has been exhaust- 
ed. 

‘So far we have been unable to accomplish 
anything,” said Herman Bohnefeld yesterday, 
‘but we have not given up all hopes.” 

‘What progress have you made ?”’ 

‘Very little since yesterday. Night before 
last I was very hopeful, but today I have 
grown rather despondent. Yousce the officers 
think that we have or can raise the $1,250.” 

“Can you?” 

‘“Nomore than I could raise $12,500, I 
came up here last week on a pleasure trip and 

went out to the convict camp to see Pacetti, 
just bec ause I knew him. I was horrified at 
i man’s appearance. I had always known 

Pacetti as a strong, healthy, fine looking black 
haired man. Instead of seeing him a hundred 
and eighty pounds heavy, I found him weigh- 
ing not more than one hundred and thirty. 
Hiis black hair had begun toturn gray, and he 
looked to me more like a dead man than a 
live one. I instantly decided to go to work 
for him, and that day had a talk with Solici- 
tor O’Brien. I told himI thought I could get 
five or six hundred dollars, and he promised 
todo what he could for me. That night I 
startedjhome, and the next day began work.”’ 

‘How much did you raise ?”’ 

‘In Macon we got up $400 about. Theg we 
came to Atianta and raised $97 about. It was 
the hardest task I ever undertook, but I never 
worked more cheerfully in my life. We can 
not get acent in Savannah, Augusta or Co- 
lumbus and are now at the e nd of the rope.’ 

‘*‘What are you going to do? 

“T can hardly tell. It is absolutely impossi- 
ble to increase the amount much. When I 
came to Atlanta Pacetti’s brother and Senator 
Bartlett came with me. We saw Governor 
Gordon and we _ saw Solicitor O’Brien. 
Both have been kind—exceedingly kind 
— to us, but it seems 
that so far we can accomplish nothing. How- 
ever, we will try again. Dr. Boring, the con- 
vict physican, will go out today and make an 
examination of Pacetti. The man, in addition 
to be broken in health, has rheumatism and 
will die if not released. Every dollar of the 
mon¢y in my possession was secured by me 
from my own friends and acquaintances, and 
a greater portion of this money came from 
people who did not Know Pacetti, and who 
gare it upon my representation and re quest. 
T¢ each of the gentlemen who contributed I 
gave my word that I wouid return the money 
if the compromise could not be secured. 

I shall, of course, keep my word. If I don’t 
succeed this week I shall go home and re- 
turn the money to those who gave it.” 


THE NE W DU MMY “LINE 


To be Completed in Time for the Piedmont 
Exposition. 

The Fulton county electric car line will be 
finished and in running order by the tenth 
day of October next, in time to catch the 
travel to the Piedmont exposition. 

‘Yes, the contracts have been awarded,”’ 
said Mr. L. J. Hill, the president, yesterday, 
“and the work has actually been commenced. 
Thatis, enough has been done to save our 
franchise from forfeiture.”’ 

‘What are the terms of your charter?” 

“Our charter was granted some time ago, 
and provides that the work should actually 
begin before the first day of June, 1889. Well, 
we have had some of our poles in the ground 
fora couple of weeks or more, though the 
exact route was not agreed on. until 
afew days ago. The work will now be pushed 
right ahead though, and our contracts specify 
that the entire line shall be completed and the 
cars running and giving perfect satisfaction by 
the tenth day of October next. 

‘Who are the contractors ?” 

“The Tho:mpsou-Houston Electric Light 
company have entire control of the work, and 
the road and equipment willbe of the very 
latest and most approved design.”’ 

‘Will you erect anelectric plantof your 
own, or will the Thompson-Houston company 
furnish the power from their present plant?” 

Ve willhave aplantof our own, and it 
will be located out near the Air-Line railroad, 
somewhere near where it crossesthe Boule- 
yard.”’ 

‘Do you contemplate any trouble with the 
electric system on account of the hilly coun- 
try ?”’ 

‘‘No. The motors we will have will be of a 
sufficient power to pull anothercar besides 
their own load. These motors are built from 
fifteen to thirty horse power, and it is probable 
that we will haye the thirty horse power. But 
we will leave this with the engineer, who will 
furnish whatever power motors he thinks 
necessary after he has measured the grades 
and made all the surveys. They will be of 
ample Jpower, though, for we intend to have 
the very best of everything, and will spare 
neither pains nor expense to make the line in 
every way perfect.” 

‘How about extending the road to Deca- 


“There is no doubt but that it will ultimate- 
ly be built to that place. Just as soon as the 
Decatur people give us the proper encourage- 
ment we will extend the road there, and in 
fact all our plans are now being laid to that 
end.”’ : 
The route of the new line has already been 
published in these columns, and unless some- 
thing unforeseen happens the electric cars will 
be running ov er it by the ‘10th of next October,

Yesterday a billof exceptions was filed to 
carry his case to the supreme court. 

‘The bill of exceptions to the judgment of 
Judge Clarke, made on Satarday la:t, refusing 
to discharge Mr. Tol!eson from custody under 
habeas corpus proceedings, will be tendered to 
and signed by Judge Clarke, by Messrs. B. HL. 
Hill and Kh. 7. Jordan, Tolleson’s attorneys to- 
day. On Monday afternoon the attorreys for 
Mr. Yolleson applied to Judge Clarke for bail, 
pending the appeal in the supreme court, 
offering to furnish a bond in any amount. 
Judve Clarke refused to grant bailtin the case. 
stating that under his views of thelaw, it is 
not a bailable case. 

The case will be watched with great inter- 
est in the supreme court, as it involves an im- 
portant constitutional question, 

The attorneys for Mr. Tolleson contended 
on the hearing of the habeas corpus case that 
for Mr. ‘Tolle on to comply with the order of 
the court, to discover and deliver the alleged 
assets of the Mercantile janking company, 
would tend to criminate himself, in violation 
of his constitutional rights.
